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HIS Tolnme has been prepared especially for UniTersalist Sunday schools 
and homes. It presents a larger number of serrices than is usual in 
Liturgies. Froyision is made for each Sunday in the year, with serrices 
icable to festival and other special occasions. Brevity has been con- 
id, but not at the expense of the great purpose of a liturgy : a help to 
»tion and spiritual training. We have attempted to utilize, for benefit to 
Iren, as many devotional psalms, with a few passages firom the prophets, 
e well could within the limit of a year ; and also to produce, by way of 
3el lessons, a large number of scenes from the life of the Saviour. It 
thought best not to distribute the Hymns throughout the Liturgy, but to 
er them into a separate department.

rJ the synagogue at Capemanm, where Jesus was, there was a man with 
an unclean spirit; and he cried out, sa3ring, ''Let us alone : what have we 
to do with thee, Jesus of Nazareth?

77ie Resurrection of CJirist. 

WHEN the even of the day on which Jesus had been put to death was 
come, Joseph of Arimathea, a rich man, an honorable counsellor, a 
good and just man, a disciple of Jesus, but secretly, for fear of the Jews, 
went to Pilate, the Roman governor, and begged the body of Jesus.

Feeding the Multitude.

The Great. 

ONCE when Jesus was on the way to Jerusalem, James and John, the 
sons of Zebedee, came unto him, saying, " Master, we would that 
thou shouldst do for us whatsoever we shall desire.** And he said unto them, 
"Wliat would ye that I should for you?" They said unto him, "Grant 
unto us that we may sit, the one on thy right hand, and the other on thy 
left hand, in thy kingdom.** But Jesus said unto them, " Ye know not what 
ye ask. Can ye drink of the cup that I drink of ? and be baptized with the 
baptism that I am baptized with?** And they said unto him, ** We can." And 
Jesus said unto them, *' Ye shall indeed drink of the cup that I drink of; and
